UNITED NATIONS, ICY. OP — 
Bolstered by the dem and of 52 na­

from using a veto which could kill 
the whole package deal. 
The General Assembly was ex­ 
pected to give quick ratification 
today to the Special Political Com­ 
m ittee’s recom m endation that all 
18 applicants be admitted. 
The com m ittee approved the 28- 
nation proposal Wednesday night 
52-2 with 5 nations abstaining. Only 
a two-thirds m ajority was required 
in the Assembly. 
The crucial test probably will 
rom e next week in the Security 
Council, which has the final say

m em bers. 
The 
Soviets 
have promised to veto the 13 non­ 
com m unist applicants if the Chi­ 
nese Nationalists carry out their 
threat to reject Communist Outer 
Mongolia. 
The voting in the Political Com-

Someone Always Pays 


There is more to the interest shown by U.S. 
Bureau of Public Roads in Ohio's axle-distance 
tax than healthy curiosity. 


Bureau officials have told Ohio tax authorities 
they are gathering information for Congress. 


It is assum ed that Congress in its next ses­ 
sion will enact a m assive federal aid program 
for highw ays and that the expense will be offset 
by some row' or additional tax on automotive 
transportation. 
The likeliest of new taxes would be an axle- 
distance levy, sim ilar to the one Ohio imposed 
on trucks in October. 1953. 
The purpose was to bring Ohio highways up 
to date with a half-billion-dollar im provem ent 
program underwritten by state-secured bonds, 
to be retired with income from the axle-dis­ 
tance tax and a one-cent increase in the state 
gasoline tax. 
The trucking industry, however, having fought 
the axle-distance tax when it was proposed, con­ 
tinued lo fight its enforcement, with the result 
that revenues have been a third less than ex­ 
pected. lf the federal government were to take 
over this type of tax and distribute revenues 
equitably. Ohio probably would get m ore income 
than it is getting now' from heavy trucks using 
its highways for 
profit-making 
purposes. 
It 
might even see more of them using its east- 
west turnpike than have been seen there up to 
now', while trucking companies wait for the 
turnpike commission to lower its rates. 
Someone always pays for progress. When the 
truckers protest that they are paying m ore 
than their share, they m ake comparisons with 
nonprofit users of highways. 
Truck transportation is indispensable. It is 
not unreasonable to believe the trucking indus­ 
try should collect from its custom ers w hatever 
it will cost to keep both the custom ers and the 
industry supplied with adequate highways for 
heavy hauling.

Reds Planned To Seize U.S. 
Via Labor Move, Woman Says 


CLEVELAND fP — A convicted 
woman 
Communist 
testified 
in 
Federal Court here yesterday that 
the Reds planned to lead American 
working classes “ in a final conflict 
over the capitalist state” to seize 
power in this country. 
The witness. Mrs. B arbara Hart- 
le. 47, testified at the trial of l l 
alleged Ohio Communist leaders 
charged with conspiracy to teach 
and advocate violent overthrow of 
the federal government. 
Mrs. Hartle, a form er party lead­ 
er at Seattle, is one of 88 Commu­ 
n i s t s 
convicted 
of conspiracy 
throughout the country. She was 
brought here from ^the women’s 
federal prison at Alderson, W. Va., 
to testify as the governm ent’s star 
witness in its attem pt to prove 
th ai the Reds planned to use force 
to achieve their goals. 
“ I was taught in the Communist 
party that the dictatorship of the 
proletariat is achieved by the vio­ 
lent seizure of power—by the over­ 
throw of the bourgeois state,” she 
said. 
She testified that trained Com m u­ 


nists like herself were to furnish 
leadership for the working classes. 
“ In the course of leading the 
working c l a s s e s for imm edi­ 
ate gains,” she declared, “ t h e 
party was to unite, organize and 
teach the working classes how to 
fight for the final conflict over the 
capitalist state.” 
Mrs. Hartle, who joined the Com­ 
m unist party in 1934, said she was 
taught the party “would be able 
to recognize the tim e (for revolt) 
and would take advantage of it at 
that tim e in leading the working 
classes to seizure of power.” 
The Communists were t<5 wait, 
she said, until a tim e of c ris is - 
such as a depression—and were to 
be sure that the party ’s own “ test­ 
ed. steeled and conditioned leader­ 
ship” was ready.

The frame is battered, the paint­ 
ing torn in several places. It shows 
plump women holding down a cow, 
while cherubs wing about, and as 
a work of art it is very inferior. 
The dynamic Tito spent most of 
his life as a revolutionary, often 
in hiding. I felt that he must have 
picked up a conviction somewhere 
along the line that a living room 
should have a big painting and he 
didn’t care very much what his 
looked like. 
There wasn’t a book or maga­ 
zine in the room. 
Yes, it’s mighty interesting to 
spend an hour in a man’s living 
room. You can learn a lot about 
him, including a man who rules 
a nation.

Sho uld he 
be spo o n-fed do pe under g o vern­ 
ment co ntro l, so he wo n’t g o o ut 
and steal to g et mo ney to g ratify 
his craving ? 
Or is he a menace to so ciety, 
a criminal-real o r po tential—who 
will rape o r kill to satisfy his 
feeling s? Sho uld he be banished 
into exile until he’s either cured 
o r dies? 
Do pe is no remo te pro blem, co n­ 
fined to shado wy aDeys o r dimly 
lit dives. It frequently hits g o o d 
families, yo ung sters who try the 
first sho t fo r a thrill. Then find 
themselves ho pelessly “ ho o ked.” 
Addicts spend an estimated 3 3 0 
millio n do llars a year o n hero in 
and o ther narco tics. To g et that 
kind o f mo ney, they steal mo re 
than a billio n do llars wo rth o f 
pro perty each year. Tho se who are i 
caug ht, sent to priso ns o r san- ■ 
itariums, drain millio ns mo re fro m 
taxpayers. 'The co st o f this vicio us 
racket, aside fro m the ravished 
lives it leaves, hits every American 
where it hurts—in the po cketbo o k. 
So when Co ng ress co nvenes in 
January, it will quickly turn the 
full g lare o f its flo c^ig hts o n every 
phase o f the drug traffic and its 
impact o n the natio n’s eco no my 
in term s o f crime, suffering and 
shattered ho mes. 
President Eisenho wer set o ff the 
pro be a year ag o when he created 
a special cabinet-level co mmittee 
to make an up-to -date survey de­ 
sig ned to stamp o ut addictio n. 
Synchro nized 
with 
the 
cabinet 
study, two separate co ng ressio nal 
co mmittees—under Sen. Daniel (D- 
Tex) and Rep. Bo g g s (D-La)— 
have co nducted co ast-to -co ast in­ 
quiries.

cured? Or sho uld they be allo wed 
to live amo ng us, o ften spreading | 
addictio n and crime?

Under present federal law, the 
19 51 Bo g g s Act pro vides minimum 
penalties o f two , five and ten 
years fo r first, seco nd and third 
time o ffenders, respectively.

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Tried First ‘Shot’ For Thrill 
Dope Problem Frequently 
Creeps Into Good Families

WASHINGTON <*—Is a drug ad­ 
dict a victim of circumstance or 
his own weakness, more to be 
pitied than condemned? Should he 
be spoon-fed dope under govern­ 
ment control, so he won’t go out 
and steal to get money to gratify 
his craving? 
Or is he a menace to society, 
a criminal-real or potential—who 
will rape or kill to satisfy his 
feelings? Should he be banished 
into exile until he’s either cured 
or dies? 
Dope is no remote problem, con­ 
fined to shadowy alleys or dimly 
lit dives. It frequently hits good 
families, youngsters who try the 
first shot for a thrill. Then find 
themselves hopelessly “hooked.” 
Addicts spend an estimated 330 
million dollars a year on heroin 
and other narcotics. To get that 
kind of money, they steal more 
than a billion dollars worth of 
property each year. Those who are 
caught, sent to prisons or san­ 
itariums, drain millions more from 
taxpayers. The cost of this vicious 
racket, aside from the ravished 
lives it leaves, hits every American 
where it hurts—in the pocketbook. 
So when Congress convenes in 
January, it will quickly turn the 
full glare of its floodlights on every 
phase of the drug traffic and its 
impact on the nation’s economy 
in terms of crime, suffering and 
shattered homes. 
President Eisenhower set off the 
probe a year ago when he created 
a special cabinet-level committee 
to make an up-to-date survey de­ 
signed to stamp out addiction. 
Synchronized 
with 
the 
cabinet 
study, two separate congressional 
committees—under Sen. Daniel (D- 
Tex) and Rep. Hoggs <D-La)— 
have conducted coast-to-coast in­ 
quiries. More than a score of bills 
dealing with the evil will be up for 
debate as Congress comes back 
into session. 
Among other things, the law­ 
makers want to find the answers 
to these questions: 
1. Should the death penalty be 
established for drug peddlers? 
2. Should “free clinics” for ad­ 
dicts—such as, flourished in the 
early 1920s—be revived as a weap­ 
on to combat the vicious black 
market in narcotics? 
3. Why is the federal system of 
narcotic treatment a failure? (Less 
than 15 per cent of treated addicts 
are ever cured.) 
4. Should addicts be segregated 
like lepers, perhaps sent to an is­ 
land prison “far away from civil­ 
ization” and 
kept 
there 
until 
cured? Or should they be allowed 
to live among us, often spreading 
addiction and crime? 
5. Are federal, state and local 
judges 
harshly 
“throwing 
the 
book” at narcotic offenders? Or 
are sentences so lenient sometimes 
that big - time racketeers jeer at 
them as “vacations” ? 
Some experts contend that the 
addict is a helpless and pitiful vic­ 
tim of fate who should be humane­ 
ly treated instead of punished. 
Others argue that 88 per cent of 
all addicts become “pushers” and 
help spread addiction like a pesi- 
lance. 
Advocates of mandatory death 
sentence for drug peddlers say 
that if Congress enacted such a 
law it would immediately wipe out 
addiction because pushers w o u l d 
no longer dare to peddle their 
wares. 
Opponents say that instead of 
hitting the big operators, who mas­ 
termind the smuggling of illicit 
drugs; it would send the 
small 
time street peddler to the gallows, 
gas chamber or electric chair. The 
big shots, they say, steer clear of 
actual contact with dope. 


Federal Narcotics Commissioner 
Harry 
J. 
Anslinger 
fervently 
agrees that the severest punish­ 
ment should be meted out to ven­ 
dors, and he raps some judges, 
who, he says, “hand out such ridic­ 
ulously low sentences that the 
peddlers call them ‘vacations.’ ” 
Under present federal law, the 
1951 Boggs Act provides minimum 
penalties of two, five and ten 
years for first, second and third 
time offenders, respectively. The 
law bars suspended sentences or 
probation after the first convic­ 
tion.

Fund for the Republic was under

Henry Ford II, president of the 
Ford Motor Co. and chairm an of 
the trustees of the Ford Founda­ 
tion. sponsor of the fund. 
In a letter to a Syracuse. N. Y. 
American Legionnaire. Ford, “ as 
a private citizen.” criticized some 
actions of the fund. 
The Legionnaire, John K. Dun- 
gey. chairm an of the Antisubver­ 
sive Committee of Post 41 and the 
Onondaga County American Le­ 
gion, wrote Ford that the fund 
was “ only helping those who would 
like to see this country of ours 
under communism, socialism or 
. . . one-world governm ent.” 
Ford’s answer, written Monday, 
was m ade public Wednesday. 
The fund was set up in 1952 by 
a 15-million-dollar grant from the 
Ford Foundation to promote prin­ 
ciples laid down in the U. S. Con­ 
stitution and Bill of Rights.
